Explorer 
Heyerdahl 
to  speak  at 
Devotional 


Famed  explorer  Thor  Heyerdahl  will 
speak  at  tomorrow’s  Devotional  on 
“The  Atlantic  Ocean:  Barrier  or 
Conveyor?” 

Most  noted  for  his  “Kon-Tiki”  and 
“Aku-Aku”  experiences,  Heyerdahl 
will  bring  his  latest  adventures  to 
BYU.  Based  on  a theory  that  ancient 
travel  from  the  Mid-East  to  South 
America  could  account  for  cultural 
similarities,  the  1969-70  voyages  are 
named  the  Ra  Expeditioiis. 

Heyerdald  and  his  crew  set  out  from 
Morocco  in  a boat  of  papyrus  reeds 
and  ropes  and  landed  in  the  West 
Indies  on  their  second  attempt. 

C.  Terry  Warner,  Director  of  BYU’s 
Honor  Program,  wrote  the  script  and 
directed  the  narration  and  music  of 
the  present  version  of  the  filmed 
voyage,  “The  Ra  Expeditions,”  which 
is  currently  showing  at  the  Varsity 
Theatre .

Warner  was  misquoted  in  Friday’s 
Daily  Universe  as  saying  the  voyage 
“shows  and  proves  basic  doctrines  of 
the  Church.” 

“THE  EXPEDITIONS  do  not  prove 
basic  doctrines  of  the  Church,”  Warner 
said.  “They  do  show  us  as  Latter-day 
Saints  that  some  of  the  things  that 
we’ve  always  believed  about  ancient 
oceanic  travel  are  possible.” 

Besides  the  special  BYU  showing  for 
Heyerdahl’s  visit,  the  international 
award-winning  film  is  being  shown  in 
theaters  around  the  country.  A special 
command  performance  of  the  film  was 
shown  a the  United  Nations  General 
Assembly  last  November. 

FILMING  DURING  the  actual 
voyage  provides  a unique  dimension  to 
the  film.  It  was  previously  produced 
over  BBC  television.  Interwest  Film 
Corp.  then  purchased  the  film  and 
revised  it  to  its  present  form. 


Rosco  Lee  Browne,  a black  actor 
who  has  appeared  to  BYU  audiences 
over  the  past  two  years  serves  as  the 
film’s  narrator. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  voyages 
is  the  diversified  crew  members  from 
different  nations  and  occupations.  An 
American  civil  engineer,  a Mexican 
anthropologist,  an  Italian  alpinist,  a 
Russian  physician,  an  Egyptian 
skin-diver,  a Chad  papyrus  expert,  a 
Moroccan  businessman  and  a Japanese 
movie  cameraman  joined  the 
Norwegian  author. 

IN  AN  Interwest  Film  Corp.  press 
release,  Heyerdahl  explained  that  he 
deliberately  chose  men  who 
symbolized  the  surface  conflicts  of 
humanity -black  and  white,  Moslem 
and  Jew,  Russian  and  American  to 
prove  that  “no  space  is  too  narrow, 
nor  stress  too  great,  if  men  will  only 
join  hands  for  common  survival. 


Redd  donates  ^500,000 


for  western  history  chair 


Charles  Redd,  prominent  rancer  of  La 
Sal  and  Provo,  Utah,  has  donated  one-half 
million  dollars  to  BYU  to  establish  a 
Chair  of  Western  History  and  an  Institute 
of  Western  Studies,  it  was  announced 
Friday  by  President  Dallin  H.  Oaks.

Interest  from  the  $500,000  gift  will 
pay  in  perpetuity  the  salary  of  a 
distinguished  professor  of  Western 
American  history  (yet  to  be  appointed) 
to  occupy  the  L.H.  Redd  Jr.  Chair  of 
Western  History.  These  funds  also  will 
support  the  Institute  with  the  aid  of 
additional  University  funding  and  other 
private  donations. 

“The  Institute  and  the  Chair  will  share 
a common  objective:  extending  man’s 
knowledge  of  the  American  West,”  said 
President  Oaks. 

MR.  REDD  stated,  “I  should  like 
somehow  to  get  into  the  hearts  and, souls 
of  the  young  people  the  lessons  of 
history,  particularly  those  of  Western 
America.  The  American  pioneer  has  much 
to  teach  us,  with  his  insistence  on 
individual  freedom  of  action,  his  spirit  of 
adventure  and  his  willingness  to  accept 
challenge.  His  lesson  to  youth  today  is 
how  acceptance  of  challenge  and 
risk-taking  strengthens  character  and 
contributes  to  individual  growth.  Only 
through  acceptance  of  great  challenges 
and  the  struggle 'with  adversity  is  man’s 
soul  enlarged  and  extended.  Learning  of 
the  successful  settlement  of  this  country, 
we  may  gain  courage  to  face  squarely  the 
challenges  and  problems  of  present-day 
frontiers.”  . 


PRESIDENT  Oaks  explained  that  the 
Institute  will  be  interdepartmental  in 
nature  and  will  be  concerned  with  all 
areas  of  Western  Americana— history, 
economics,  geography,  sociology, 
religion,  art,  music, and  folklore. 

He  said  the  University  is  prepared  to 
give  the  Institute  full  support,  including 
supplemental  funding  and  the 
cooperation  of  all  departments 
concerned. 

Immediate  benefits  he  envisions  are  the 
upgrading  of  teaching  of  Western 
American  History,  the  expansion  of  the 
already  extensive  BYU  library  of  Western 
American  history  (books,  manuscripts, 
oral  histories,  paintings,  diaries,  etc.)  and 
the  sponsorship  of  scholarly  programs  in 
Western  American  history,  such  as 
research,  publications,  and  seminars. 

Mr.  Redd  attended  the  old  Brigham 
Young  Academy  where  he  was  a debater, 
basebaU  catcher,  and  class  officer.

Max  Golightly,  drama  director 
of  the  play,  teamed  up  with 
Kenyon  Olson,  I.T.V.  director,  to 
present  the  drama  to  follow  the 
filming  of  the  play,  a 
documentary  on  the  life  of.Anton 


Chekov  will  be  made  by  a group 
of  students  in  the  Speech  and 
Dramatic  Arts  Department. 

Kathi  Cargile,  a T.V.  production 
assistant  for  the  production,  said 
the  set,  costumes,  make-up  and 
actors  are  arranged  by  drama 
• people  before  they  ever  come  on 
the  set.  ' 

“Putting  a play  on  film  poses 
special  problems,  especially  for 
the  actors,”  said  Miss  Cargile.  She 
said  that  to  get  the  actors  ready 
for  the  filming  they  are  first 
introduced  to  the  set  so  they  can 
get  used  to  the  lights  and  its  feel. 
The  set  is  ready  two  days  in 
advance  of  the  filming.  Next,  the 
actors  spend  a day  practicing  with 
the  cameras,  breaking  the  play 


down  into  scenes  for  blocking  and 
then  the  play  is  filmed. 

“Even  though  the  lights  in  the 
studio  are  hot,  the  actors  have 
spent  13  hours  filming  without 
breaks,”  said  Miss  Cargile. 

The  best  thing  about  being  able 
to  put  a play  on  film,  she  said,  is 
that  the  cameras  can  capture 
emotion  using  flashbacks  to  show 
the  thoughts  of  an  actor.  “This 
gives  a new  dimension  to  the 
drama.” 

“Marriage  Proposal”  is  a 
Russian  play  involving  three  main 
characters:  a neighbor,  and  a 
father  and  his  daughter,  played  by 
Michael  Flynn,  Nolan  Dennett, 
and  Sharia  Rees.

Alternative  to  Dialogue 


The  latest  edition  of  BYU  Studies  confirms  a 
fairly  strong  impression  that  we’ve  had  for  some 
time:  there  is  a serious,  scholarly  alternative  to 
Dialogue.  The  editors  of  BYU  Studies  would 
probably  not  like  to  see  that  kind  of  comparison, 
because  it  has  been  around  a lot  longer  than 
Dialogue,  but  nevertheless,  the  comparison  is 
inevitable. 

Dialogue,  although  relevant  and  erudite,  has 
always  had  a problem  with  a tainted  image  of 
consistent  liberalism.  There  has  been  the  recurrent 
suspicion  among  members  of  the  Church  that 
Dialogue  simply  cannot  shake  off  the  fringe 
elements  of  anti-Mormonism.  Consequently, 
support  from  General  Authorities  has  been 
reluctant,  if  not  at  times  antagonistic. 

On  the  other  hand,  BYU  Studies  has  been 
unaffected,  and  has  promoted  a closer  image  to 
the  Church.  Contributors  have  included  Hugh 
Nibley,  Truman  Madsen,  and  some  General 
Authorities. .SFf/ Studies,  termed  by,the  editors  as 
“a  voice  for  the  community  of  LDS  scholars,” 
publishes  Mormon  literature,  art,  theology,  and 
lately,  some  very  good  science.  In  1969,  it  received 
a special  citation  from  the  “Mormon  History 
Association”  for  its  contributions  to  the 
intellectual  and  spiritual  life  of  LDS  scholars. 

The  newest  issue  has  added  to  the  literary 
prowess  of  BYU  Studies.  The  special  edition 
focuses  on  the  general  theme  of  Asia,  drawing 
most  of  its  material  from  last  Spring’s  East-West 
Week,  sponsored  by  the  ASBYU  Academics  Office 
and  Asian  Studies.  It  shows  the  impact  that  a good 
student  government  program  can  have. 


The  section  ‘United  States  and  Asia”  is  good 
reading  on  a rather  liberal  approach  to  the 
question  of  Asian  communism.  This  is  not 
surprising  since  most  devotees  to  Asia  see  any 
political  raproachment  policy  as  a chance  to  open 
cultural  exchange.  Thus  we  have  Roger  Hilsman: 

“I  think  the  great  failure  in  foreign  policy  in  the 
postwar  years  was  our  China  policy  ...  the 
Communist  world  is  a sober  world  ...  It  may 
come  as  a surprise  to  some  people  to  learn  that  at 
the  end  of  World  War  II  we  were  supporting  Ho 
Chi  Minh ...  we  are  not  fighting  communism  in 
Vietnam,  but  rather  nationalism.” 

And  John  K.  Fairbank: 

“Communism  has  practically  ceased  to  be  a 
meaningful  term  . . . Wars  that  you  can  win  by  an 
all-out  victory  are  no  longer  feasible  . . . But  out  of 
all  this  they  (the  Chinese)  did  not  become 
expansionists  and  their  tradition  is  not  an 
expansive  one.” 

THE  ABOVE  are  some  of  their  conclusions,  and 
it  would  not  be  right  to  accept  or  reject  them  until 
their  arguments  have  been  read.  In  addition  to 
Hilsman  and  Fairbank,  there  is  a discussion  of 
Korea  by  Chong-Sik  Lee,  and  an  enlightening 
article  on  Buddhist  imagery. 

Those  interested  in  the  Church’s  missionary 
program  in  Asia  will  want  to  read  the  Symposium 
of  former  Asian  mission  presidents  on  the 
“problems  and  opportunities  of  missionary  work 
in  Asia.”- 

All  in  all,  guest  editor  Spencer  J.  Palmer  has 
done  a'  service  in  this  special  edition  of  BYU 
Studies.  The  issue  deserves  our  careful  reading.

Randomized  System 

Editor: 

Being  involved  with  ticket  distribution,  I am 
aware  of  some  of  the  drawbacks  of  the  random 
system.  I suppose  that  the  Athletics 
Department  is  striving  for  a fair  and  efficient 
system.  The  random  method  is  probably  as  fair 
as  possible,  but  presently  far  from  efficient. 

I am  somewhat  familiar  wjth  computers  and 
know  that  it  would  be  a simpler  matter  to 
operate  with  student  numbers  directly— taking 
into  account  exact  seating  conditions  {including 
rows  that  have  an  odd  number  of  seats)— than 


hiring  150  people  to  read  randomly  selected 
student  numbers.  The  computer  could  correlate 
the  random  seats  with  block  seating  and  give  a 
printout  (in  numerical  order  rather  than  a 
random  listing)  which  could  be  directly 
photostatted  and  printed  in  the  Daily  Universe. 
By  correlating  seating,  I mean  that  if  a person 
requests  a chance  for  both  seating  possibilities 
and  is  chosen  for  random  seating,  his  number 
would  be  automatically  removed  from  the 
block  seating  list.  Block  seating  would  no 
longer  be  required  to  pass  through  the  Athletics 
office  on  error-prone  and  frustrating  lists.  I 
think  the  volume  of  work  and  the  confusion 
would  be  cut  considerably. 

I have  spared  you  from  many  of  the  small 
details,  but  I feel  that  this  system  has  great 
possibilities  for  simplicity,  efficiency,  and 
fairness. 

If  those  in  authority  say  "pooh-pooh,”,  I 
would  be  glad  to  discuss  this  system  with  them 
and  possibly  direct  its  implementation.

Downright  dirty  lie

American  presidential  politics  has  a 
history  fraught  with  politically-expedient 
rhetoric  and  emotionally-supercharged 
irrationality.  To  expect  something 
different  this  election  year  is  to  expect 
the  sun  not  to  rise  in  the  morning.  It  is 
not  with  surprise  then,  but  with 
disdainful  resignation,  that  the 
politically-nonaligned  voter  must  endure 
the  verbal  bombast  of  charge  and 
countercharge  inherent  in  political 
campaigns.  Rarely  are  such  charges 
confirmed  or  proven.  Occassionally,  the 
virus  of  truth  will  emerge  and  strike  the 
guilty  tounge  with  a case  of 
hoof-and-mouth.  Last  week  was  one  of 
those  occasions. 

Sen.  George  McGovern  (D-S.D.),  a 
perennially  bad-mouth  critic  of  U.S. 
policy  foreign  and  domestic,  and  olitical 
lacky,  Rep.  Robert  Leggett  (D-Calif.), 
accused  President  Nixon  of  being  an 
outright  liar  on  the  American  POW 


problem  in  Vietnam.  Leggett  labeled 
Nixon’s  statements  on  Vietnam  to  CBS 
correspondent  Dan  Rather  Sunday  a 
“fantastic  reversal  of  truth,”  which  is 
euphemistic  political  jargon  for  a 
“downright  dirty  lie.” 

IN  REBUTTAL  to  the  President’s 
remarks,  M cGovern  confirmed  in 
“publicity”  conference  Monday  that 
North  Vietnam  would  release  American 
POW’s  in  exchange  for  a deadlined  U.S. 
withdrawal  from  South  Vietnam.  Leggett 
quoted  Nixon  as  saying  when  the 
question  of  a trade  was  “floated  out  this 
fall,  the  North  Vietnamese  totally 
rejected  it  ...  ” 


“Far  from  rejecting  this  trade,”  Leggett 
said,  “the  other  side  has  explicitly  offtred 
to  do  it.  They  offered  it  to  me  in  private 
on  May  31  of  last  year,  and  again  at  the 
official  negotiating  table  on  July  1. 
They’ve  repeated  the  offer  at  the  table 
more  times  can  I can  count,” 

McGovern  and  Leggett  must  have 
forgotten  to  send  a copy  of  their  remarks 
to  the  North  Vietnamese,  because  on 
Wednesday,  a Radio  Hanoi  broadcast 
made  it  apparent  that  someone  was 
stretching  the  truth.  And  it  doesn’t 
appear  to  be  President  Nixon. 

HANOI  has  hung  a new  price  on  the 
heads  of  American  POW’s.  It  would  be  a 
misnomer  to  call  this  a change  in  policy, 


only  a more  explicit  delineation  of  the 
existing  one.  Radio  Hanoi  declared  that 
“the  only  way  for  President  Nixon  to  get 
the  U.S.  prisoners  of  war  back  to  their 
families,”  is  to  observe  these  two  points: 

“1.  Completely  end  the  war  of  % 
‘aggression’  in  Vietnam  and  withdraw  all 
its  troops  from  Vietnam,  and 

“2.  Completely  end  the  vietnamization 
policy  of  continuing  the  war.” 

As  an  interested  voter,  I wonder  if  Old 
George  and  his  sycophantic  hack  were  ' 
informed  of  the  North  Vietnamese 
demands  when  they  participated  in  their 
fact-finding,  truth-seeking  conversations 
with  those  Communist  bastions  of 
honesty.  I wonder  if  they  know  about  the  ^ 
possible  third  demand,  to  become  public 
when  the  possibility  of  realizing  the  first 
two  becomes  apparent  as  the  U.S. 
gradually  gives  in.  And  that  third  demand 
in  all  probabilty  will  be  a multi-billion 
dollar  reconstruction  gift,  say  c 
1 0 0,000,000,000  as  a start  in 
international  extortion.

Military  ads  increase  enlistments 

PHILADELPHIA  (FCNS)  - N. 

W.  Ayer  and  Sons,  the 
Philadelphia  advertising  firm  that 
put  together  the  recent  series  of 
modern  T.  V.  and  radio 
commercials  for  Army 
recruitment,  says  that  the 
14-week  campaign  brought  a 
seven-fold  increase  in  enlistment 
in  the  Army’s  combat  branches. 

The  company  reported  that 
enlistments  in  the  infantry, 
artillery  and  armor  went  from 
1,039  in  March,  April  and  May  of 
1970  to  7,642  in  the  same  period 
in  1971,  when  the  ad  campaign 
was  on. 


Prior  to  the  ad  campaign, 
enlistment  in  the  combat  branches 
had  been  declining,  and  critics  of 
the  volunteer  military  concept 


had  said  this  was  evidence  that  the 
idea  wouldn’t  work. 

On  September  14  the  Army 
told  its  recruiters  that,  with  some 
monor  exceptions,  veterans 
wanting  to  re-enUst  were  not  to  be 
allowed  to  do  so.  Said  Major 
General  A.  H.  Smith  in  his  orders 
to  recruiters:  “ . . . current 
re-enlistments  of  individuals  on 
active  duty  are  sufficient  to 
maintain  the  career-content  of  the 
Army  under  its  reduced  structure.  -- 

An  Army  spokesman  explained 
the  seeming  contradition  by 
saying  that  new  enlistees  were 
necessary  for  the  combat 
branches,  while  allowing  veterans 
to  re-enlist  would  make  the  Army 
top-heavy  with  non-commissioned 
officers.  Returning  veterans 
generally  retain  the  rank  they  had 
when  they  left  the  service.

Commercials  and  kids 


CAMBRIDGE  (FCNS)  — Professor  Scott  Ward  of  the  Harvard 
Graduate  School  of  Business  Administration  reports  that  children  are 
not  apt  to  be  “brainwashed”  by  television  commercials. 

In  a study  co-sponsored  by  the  Naitonal  Institute  of  Mental  Health 
and  the  Marketing  Science  Institute  of  Cambridge,  Ward  found  that 
childrens’  attention  drops  significantly  during  commercial  spots. 
Seventy  per  cent  of  the  1000  children  between  five  and  17  studied  said 
that  “most  commercials  are  in  bad  taste  and  are  very  annoying.”

Campus  female  ^narcs’:  a different  brand  of  fear

. “If  they  want  me,  they  can  get 
me  and  there’s  nothing  I can  do 
about  it,”  she  remarked.  Her  life 
has  been  threatened  and  one  day 
she  may  be  murdered  but  she 
remains  calm. 

The  girl,  whom  we’ll  call  Jan 
since  publication  of  her  name 
would  further  endanger  her  life, 
worked  for  two  months  as  an 
undercover  narcotics  agent  for 
BYU  Security.  As  a result  of  her 
work,  four  of  the  biggest  pushers 
; in  Utah  county  were  arrested. 

One  of  the  four  who,  according 
I to  Jan,  supplied  between  75  and 
' 90  per  cent  of  all  the  drugs  that 
I come  into  the  valley,  was 
: sentenced  from  five  years  to  life 
i»in  the  state  penitentiary  but  'is 
now  out  on  bail  pending  an  appeal 
to  the  State  Supreme  Court. 

That  man  threatened  Jan’s  life 
: and  she  says,  “If  they  (the 
Supreme  Court),  dismiss  the  case, 
♦I’m  not  going  to  be  too  worried.  I 
don’t  think  he’d  do  anything.  But 
if  he  is  sent  to  the  penitentiary,  I 
think  I will  have  some  cause  to 
worry.” 


WHEN  SHE  SAYS  “worry” 
she’s  talking  about  the  kind  of 
stomach-wrenching  fear  that, 
according  to  her,  once  sent  her 
heart  rate  above  140  beats  per 
minute  as  she  waited  to  meet  one 
of  these  men  to  make  a “buy.” 

How  does  a young  college  coed 
studying  library  science  get  into 
this  sort  of  thing?  For  Jan,  it  was 
purely  accidental. 

She  and  a friend  were 
attempting  to  help  another 
individual  get  off  drugs.  As  a 
result  of  her  association  with  the 
known  drug  user,  a local  pusher 
tried  to  sell  her  a “hit”  of  LSD. 

Jan  contacted  her  bishop  for 
advise.  He  directed  her  to 
Security.  From  there  it  “just 
mushroomed  .into  weeks  and 
months  of  work.” 

ANOTHER  GIRL,  who  we’ll 
call  Carol,  worked  for  Security 
almost  two  years  ago. 

Carol  had  ben  a drug  user 
herself.  She  and  a friend  had 
begun  using  dope  together  while 
working  one  summer  at  a park  in 
southern  Utah.  They  had  made  a 
pact  never  to  use  anything 
stronger  than  marijuana.  Both  of 
them  broke  that  pact.

Bogorad  received  his  education  in  plant  physiology  at  the  University 
of  Chicago,  He  was  an  NRC-MERCK  Postdoctoral  Fellow  at  the 
■Rockefeller  Institute  in  1951-53  where  he  studied  the  biosynthesis  of 
prophyrins— a group  of  compounds  which  includes  hemes  and 
chlorophylls.

She  saw  her  friend  after  his 
brush  with  death.  “I  would  say  he 
weighed  about  1 20  pounds  and  he 
was  six  feet  two  inches.  He  looked 
terrible.  His  mind  was  ruined.  He 
didn’t  even  know  who  I was.”  The 
sight  persuaded  Carol  to  see 
Security. 

WHILE  JAN  says  she  knew  why 
she  was  working  with  Security 
from  the  beginning  and  therefore 
felt  no  remorse  when  by  her 
efforts  some  one  was  arrested, 
Carol  admits  to  serious  feelings  of 
guilt. 

Carol  points  to  a time  when  she 
had  been  working  in  a theater 
workshop  held  on  campus  one 
summer.  She  was  placed  in  a 
residence  hall  with  a cover  story. 

She  made  friends  with  the  other 
girls  and  eventually  some  of  them 
offered  to  sell  her  drugs.  She 
obtained  the  information 
necessary  for  the  arrests  and  then 
things  got  tough. 

“After  I made  the  bust  at  the 
theater  workshop  I wanted  to  go 
down  and  talk  to  these  kids 
because  they  were  my  friends.  1 
mean  I’d  gone  in  there  and  I’d 
been  good  enough  friends  that 
they’d  offered  to  sell  me  drugs.  I 
was  emotionally  Just  coming 
un-glued  because  I had  turned  my 
friends  in,”  she  said. 

Danger  is  the  constant 
companion  of  the  undercover 
agent  and  the  fear  of  being  found 
out  is  a very  real  thing. 

SOMETIMES  the  people  who 
are  trying  to  help  you 
inadvertantly  put  you  in  greater 
danger  as  Jan  points  out.”  One 
night  we  (Jan  and  one  of  the 
dopers)  were  traveling  around 
town  looking  for  one  individual. 
The  people  I worked  with  were 
really  strung  out  freaks  and  they 
needed  that  stuff  and  so  it  wasn’t 
anything  for  them  to  drive  around 
town  for  five  hours  looking  for 
one  person.  We  were  looking  for 
someone  who  had  a lot  of  speed. 
There  were  unmarked  police  cars 
all  over  and  there  were  many 
times  I just  felt  they  were  going  to 
see  the  cars,”  she  said.

Cats  win  two  WAC  games 


Bucks  snap  Laker  streak 


Cougar  basketball  fans  had  the 
opportunity  to  see  several  aspects 
of  the  hardwood  sport  last 
weekend.  They  saw  one  top  flight 
contest,  one  so*so  game,  and  one 
first  class  fist  fight. 

In  Friday’s  game,  the  Cats  put 
together  a great  second  half  effort 
to  topple  the  highly  regarded 
Arizona  State  Sun  Devils,  111-102 
in  a high  scoring  thriller.  BYU  had 
to  overcome  a 51-59  halftime 
deficit  to  notch  the  victory. 

In  the  first  half,  the  Cats  were 
outgunned  by  ASU,  as  the  Devils 
shot  25  of  47  for  53  per  cent, 
while  the  Cougars  tallied  22  of  42 
for  52  per  cent.  Both  teams  had  a 
hot  hand  in  the  first  stanza, 
shooting  over  50  per  cent. 

Late  in  the  first  half,  the  torrid 
shooting  action  was  matched  by 
some  hot  tempers  on  the  playing 
floor.  ASU  coach  Ned  Wulk  told 
his  team  to  “get  in  there  and 
fight”.  One  of  his  players,  Mike 
Bowling,  took  him  a little  too 
seriously.  With  6:30  to  go. 
Bowling  pushed  Cougar  center 
Kres  Cosic.  Cosic  pushed  him 
back,  and  then  Bowling  hit  the 
Blue  post  man  with  a flurry  of 
punches.  Forward  Phil  Tollestrup 
was  the  first  BYU  player  to  come 
to  Cosic’s  aid,  and  the  big 
Canadian  got  in  some  good  licks 
before  the  refs  could  break  up  the 
melee.  Belmont  Anderson  got  in  a 
great  punch,  and  he  used  a rather 
unorthodox  “hit  and  run”  style 
that  was  very  effective.  Devil 
coach  Wulk  became  extremely 
angry  over  the  fight,  claiming  that 
Cosic  started  that  fight,  and  that, 
“He  (Cosic)  gets  away  with 
murder  just  because  he’s  from  a 
foreign  country.”  The  refs  missed 
the  fight’s  start,  and  no  one  was 
rejected  from  the  game.  No 
penalties  were  assessed  due  to  the 
fight.  Bernie  Fryer  shot  a couple 
of  foul  pitches  after  the  fracus, 
but  they  were  on  a foul 
committed  before  the  slug-fest 
began. 

In  the  second  half,  the  Cats 
blew  the  game  open,  outscoring 
the  Sun  Devils  60-41.  BYU  ended 
up  with  a 56  per  cent  field  goal 
percentage,  while  the  Devils 
i^opped  to  45  per  cent. 

•i^^n  Saturday’s  game,  it  was  a 
runaway  for  the  Blue  . . . for  a 
while.  At  one  point  in  the  second 
half,  the  Cats  enjoyed  a 29  point 
lead  over  their  foe,  the  Arizona 
Wildcats.  But,  sloppy  play,  poor 
passes,  and  excessive  turnovers 
helped  the  Wildcats  narrow  the 
lead  to  nine  points  before  the  Cats 
got  things  going  again  and  ended 
the  game  with  a 21  point  margin, 
88-67.  During  one  second  half 
stretch,  the  Cougars  were 
outscored  21-4  by  their 
opponents. 

In  both  contests,  Belmont 
Anderson  played  a key  role  for 
the  Blue  at  his  forward  spot.  His 
consistent  performance  helped  to 
ease  many  worries  about  the  weak 
side  in  the  BYU  attack. 

Friday’s  win  was  a great  team 
effort  for  BYU.  All  players  made 
a contribution  toward  the  Cougar 
victory.  Saturday,  the  Cats  were 
hot  and  cold.

Eight  new  meet  records  were  set 
and  coach  Walt  Cryer’s  crew 
established  three  new  records  with 
top  efforts  in  the  400 
breaststroke-butterfly  relay  and 
the  one  meter  optional  and 
required  diving  events. 

Cougars  Glen  Smith,  Jack

Coach  Fred  Davis  was  still  in 
Miami  Friday,  conducting  as 
President  of  the  National 
Wrestling  Coaches  Association 
rules  convention  while  his  mat 
masters  out-wrestled  CSU  37-12. 
Ten  matches  were  staged;  BYU 
made  three  pins,  Took  four 
decisions  and  accepted  a forfeit 
for  heavyweight  John  Stahl. 

Coach  Davis  has  always  coached 
his  boys  to  win  by  points  and 
Friday  Kerry  Anderson 
demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  that, 
accumulating  20  personal  points 
in  the  nine-minute  match; 
grappling  his  able  opponent  Neil 
Bertrano  (0  pts.)  in  a rapid  series 
of  hold  and  release. 

It  is  worth  mention  to  explain 
here  that  a new  point  system  has 
been  incorporated  this  season  into 
intercollegiate  wrestling  rules  to 
give  more  credit  to  a 
well-executed  match  not  ending  in 
a fall:

At  one 
point,  Gemin  had  Fehlberg,  back 
to  the  mat  in  a tight  situation. 
From  the  stands  it  looked  like  a 
near-predicament  but  Fehlberg 
maintained  a cradle  hold  and 
bridged  through  to  pin  Gemin 
solidly  to  the  mat.  The  crowd  was

Rondo  Fehlberg  came  through 
at  a 158-lbs.  using  a fireman’s 
carry  to  accomplish  a pin  in  the 
second  period  of  his  match  and 
making  it  a double-brother  victory 
with  Reed.

After  the  burial  the  sponges  were  presented  to  the  priest  who 
squeezed  the  tears  into  bottles  which  he  kept  for  curative  purposes. 

Sunshine  government 

Sen.  Edmund  Muskie  has  called  for  a “Government  in  the  Sunshine” 
law  so  that  the  public  won’t  have  to  depend  on  stolen  secret  papers  to 
tell  them  what  their  President  is  doing. 

Muskie  said  the  “only  real  issue”  in  the  1972  presidential  campaign  is 
the  “question  of  whether  government  truly  does  belong  to  the  people.” 

He  promised,  if  elected,  to  propose  and  work  for  passage  of  a 
national  law  patterned  after  Florida’s  “Government  in  the  Sunshine” 
law  which  bars  conducting  public  business  in  private. 

Reforming  the  U.N. 

U.N.  Secretary  General  Kurt  Waldheim  said  yesterday  he  has  some 
“very  concrete  ideas”  about  reforming  the  United  Nations,  but 
cautioned  against  expecting  too  much  from  the  world  organization. 

Waldheim  pointed  out  that  the  U.N.  was  not  created  to  serve  as  a 
world  government  with  executive  powers. 

He  must  have  read  Stancliffe’s  editorial  in  the  Friday,  Jan.  7 Universe 
— ‘Yes’  test  at  the  U.N. 

One  more  “will  announce” 

President  Nixon  will  announce  a date  for  withdrawal!  of  all  American 
troops  in  South  Vietnam  sometime  in  the  next  few  months, Newsweek 
magazine  reported  yesterday. 

The  magazine  said  that  as  part  of  his' reelection  strategy,  Nixon  would 
announce  that  Vietnamization  was  a success  and  name  a date  for 
withdrawal  of  troops  and  cessation  of  the  air  war  over  North  and  South 
Vietnam,  but  not  over  Laos  and  Cambodia. 

Joblessness  increases 

The  AFL-CIO,  responding  to  a report  that  unemployment  increased 
during  December,  has  said  President  Nixon  has  failed  to  keep  his 
promise  to  bring  joblessness  under  control  in  1971. 

Labor  Secretary  Hodgson  answered  the  charge  for  the  administration, 
saying  Congress  waited  until  last  month  to  pass 
employment-stimulating  tax  cuts  Nixon  promised  last  August.  He 
predicted  things  would  get  better. 

1 3 perfect  voting  senators 

The  Consumer  Federation  of  America  (CFA)  reported  this  weekend 
that  13  senators  had  a perfect  voting  record  last  year  on  selected  issues 
important  to  consumers,  but  one  senator,  Marlows  Cook,  R-Ky.,  voted 
against  consumer  interests  every  time. 

The  13  included  only  one  possible  presidential  candidate,  Sen. 
Edward  Kennedy,  D-Mass.  Sens.  Hubert  H.  Humphrey,  D-Minn.,  voted 
on  only  one  consumer  issue  and  Edmund  Muskie,  D-Maine,  on  only 
two. 

Of  the  13  “perfect”  senators,  12  were  Democrats. 

Politicians  and  their  issues 

Sen.  Hubert  H.  Humphrey,  who  will  announce  his  candidacy  for  the 
presidential  nomination  today,  has  called  for  new  economic  policies 
that  will  make  Americans  “the  beneficiaries  of  the  economy  instead  of 
its  victims.” 

. Another  hopeful.  Sen.  George  McGovern,  D-S.D.,  said  he  was 
convinced  from  recent  news  contacts  with  the  North  Vietnamese  in 
Paris  that  the  Communists  would  free  American  prisoners  of  war  is 
President  Nixon  set  a deadline  for  total  withdrawal  from  Indochina. 

Sen.  Vance  Hartke,  D-lnd.,  an  announced  candidate  for  the 
Democratic  nomination,  said  McGovern  was  merely  endorsing  a 
solution  he  (Hartke)  made  last  April  after  visiting  Paris. 

Rep.  John  Ashbrook,  R-Ohio,  has  called  for  a House  Internal 
Security  Committee  investigation  of  the  leak  of  secret  White  House 
documents  on  the  Indian-Pakistan  war  to  columnist  Jack  Anderson. 

And  Muskie,  D-Maine,  said  the  U.S.  should  help  pay  the  cost  of 
relocating  Soviet  Jews  in  Israel,  estimated  at  nearly  $35,000  per  family. 


More  ‘youth  vote’  predieted  in  ’72 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - A pair 
of  new  surveys  on  the  potential 
“youth  vote”  in  1972  has  given 
evidence  that  many  more  young 
Americans  may  go  to  the  polls 
this  year  than  experts  have  been 
predicting. 


Some  voting  experts  have 
predicted  that  the  youth  vote, 
potentially  18  per  cent  of  the 
national  total  of  eligible  citizens, 
would  amount  to  no  more  than  7 
per  cent  of  actual  votes  cast  next 
Novenjber. 


A survey  of  102  cities  by  the 
research  staff  of  the  Youth 
Citizenship  Fund,  an  organization 
seeking  to  encourage  voting  by 
young  persons,  concluded  that 
nearly  36  per  cent  of  the  nation’s 
citizens  already  is  registered.
